Old residents of the city, who knew John S. Torrance 

personally, revered him deeply.
New residents, whose acquaintance with him is con­ 

fined to a knowledge of the splendid work he did in laying 

out this city and looking far into the future, respect his 

judgment and -generosity.
It is too bad that Mr. Torrance was not spared long 

enough to see the city which he built grow to its present 

size.
Nevertheless, whatever Torrance becomes, whatever its 

size may be, whatever its advancement as a good city in 

which to live, most of the credit is due the man who 

founded Torrance.
How John S. Torrance, during the period of depression, 

suspended payments on houses and property when many 

could not meet their contracted obligations, is a story that 

will live as long as there is a city here.
So it is with pleasure that we note a disposition on the 

part of the city trustees to erect a memorial in the El Prado 

street park to John S. Torrance.
Let us suggest that this entire park be developed, as the 

trustees plan, and named The John S. Torrance Park.

We believe the trustees' intention to have park improve­ 

ments set forth in a comprehensive plan is wise. Such a 

plan when approved may be followed gradually, if necessary.

Certainly it was Mr. Torrance's Idea to provide a splen­ 

did sweep of park from the high school eastward. But Im­ 

provement of the area should be done according to a pre­ 

conceived and carefully studied plan.
The park will be a memorial to Mr. Torrance just as 

the city Itself is.
Let us try to put as much thought on this park improve- , 

*nent and the proposed additional memorial to Mr. Torrance 

as he himself would put into the task if he were aliye.

If the park is to be improved and named the John S. 

Torrance park, it should be as artistically developed as it 

would be if this unusual man were doing the work himself.
